Senate Measure Has Been Re- 
ported to the House, 


Macon Item Dropped, but It Will 
Be Restored—All the Georgia

Washington, February 25.—(Special.)— 
The appropriation for the site at Atlanta 
stands in the house committee and report 
just as it has passed the senate. The 
committee reported the bill to the house 
this afternoon. The senate bill struck out 
nil the provisions for new site and added 
some others, the total appropriation car- 
ried by the bill remaining approximateiy 
as it was in the Mercer bill as first pre- 
pared.

SPEECH OF DR. BRADLEY 
| AT SUNDAY CONFERENCE 


At the Sunday conference between 
whites and blacks at the People’s Taber- 
nacle Sunday, one of. the notable ad- 
dresses was that of Dr. H. 8. Bradley, 
pastor of Trinity church. His subject 


was: 

‘Is it necessary in pulpit, school room, 
public speeches and in the homes to ad- 
vise conservatism and peaee’’ and he 
spoke as follows: 

“This, as I understand, means, ‘Is 
there a real race problem? Is there dan- 
ger of a race conflict, and can we best 
settle the problem and avert the danger 
by advice, in all public and private places, 
to conservatism and peace”’ - 

“jf, in order to advise conservatism 
and peace, it is necessary.to discuss the 
‘race problem,’ then I unhesitatingly an- 
swer, no. I had rather have absolutely 
no advice by anybody, on even as safe 
matters as conservatism and peace, than 
to have the ‘race problem’ discussed 
from all these quarters, About the only 
‘race problem’ we have is the -miscon- 
ceived offspring of discussion. We are 
about to talk one into existence. Many 
a man has been made sick by reading 
patent medicine advertisements. He feels 
sound and well, but his eye fails upon 
the long list of questions as to tongue, 


| pulse, breathing, dreaming, loss of mem- 


ory, dizziness and a thousand other 
things that any healthy man would have 
and forget, and he sees that these are 
fymptoms of Bright's disease, consump- 
tion and the rest, and straightway. he 
feels unwell, goes to doctoring himself 
with the quack’s ‘cure-all’ and ends by 
having a real case of sickness. Many of 
us can remember having listened to 
ghost stories till we found a bogy in 
every corner. A man sits béfore his fire 
reading the argument of a _ celebrated 
astronomer as tq how much heat is being 
given off by the sun. In his imagination 
he follows the astronomer as he pictures 
the earth growing colder and colder till 
it floats a frozen planet about a dead. 
sun. It is true the scientist says this will 
not be for millfons on millions of years, 
but the man finds himself shivering in 
Spite of himself, and he straightway or- 
ders a car load of coal. 

“A little piece of insolence or impu- 
dence on the part of a white boy for a 
white man that passes unnoticed would, 
if offered by a negro boy to a white man 
or a White boy to a negro man, afford 
abundant material for a diseased mind 
for a column article on ‘race problems’ 
and ‘threatened riots’ and ‘slumbering 
volcanoes.’

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Shipment Delivered to Atlanta Firm 


in December by the Southern as 
Ordinany Freight—Pennsy!- 
vania Railroad System 
Responsible. 


Discovery has been made @%y the local 
custom office of an tirregularity in the 
shipments and delivery of certain bonded 
imported merchandise, billed to an At- 
lanta merchant, that will result in an 


investigation at the hands of the se®re- 


tary of the treasury. 

Two railroads, the Southern and Penn- 
Sylvania, are involved in the transac- 
ftion, both roads having handled the 
merchandise. The goods in question are 
seven bags of seeds purchased in Holland 
by the Mark W. Johnson Seed Company, 
of Atlanta, and which were delivered to 
the consignee in December without noti- 
Neation to the surveyor of customs, as a 
result of which no duty has been paid 
on the shipment. 


The irregularity was discovered last 
Saturday and Surveyor of Customs Mar- 
céellus O. Markham at once took the mat- 
ter up with the Southern railway, which 
delivered the goods, The surveyor has 
received a communication from the agent 
of the road in this city, In which it is 
Stated, in defense of the action of the 
road, that the seeds were delivered to 


ithe Southern at Norfolk by the Pennsyl- 


Vania road. and that no instructions or 
notification was given by that road thaf 
they were in bond. It is stated further 
that there was no evidence of any char- 
acter to indicate to the Southern such 
a condition, The agent says that being 
unaware of the fact that the merchandise 
was in bond, it was delivered to the seed 
company here as ordinary freight. 

This statement places the responsibility 
for the irregularity or negligence on the 
Pennsylvania road and that road _ will 
have to explain matters to the secretary 
of the treasury. A heavy penalty is 
provided for violations of the custom 
laws and is administered by the _ sec- 
retary of the treasury. jn ‘his discretion, 
according to the gravity of the offense. 

Heavy Penalty Provided. 

Hle can either imvose a fine—ranging 
from $200 to $1,000-—or forfeit the bond of 
the railroad company made to the gov- 
ernment for the safe and proper handling 
and delivery of bonded goods. The bonds 
of the large railroad systems represent 
immense sums, some of them amounting 
to as much as $600,000. The value of the 
goods involved in the present case is 
comparatively small, and it may be that 
both the Pennsylvania and Southern 
roads will be able to explain their ac- 
tions satisfactorily to the treasury de- 
partment. 

Notice that the seeds were en route to 
Atlanta in bond was received at the office 
of the local surveyor some time ago, but 
he falled to receive the customary no- 
tice from the railroad. company that the 
goods had arrived in Atlanta. The dis- 
covery of the irregularity was made last 
Saturday by Smith WBasley, who is still 
assisting in the office ‘work. Easley met 
Mr. Johnson, the seed man. and in an- 
swer to a question, was informed that 
the seeds were delivered to ‘him in De- 
cember. Surveyor Markham then at once 
communicated with the Southern road, 
with the result as stated above. The sur- 
veyor has also received a letter from Mr. 
Johnson, in which he states that he was 
unaware of any duty being due on the 
seeds, and stating that he would pay 
the required amonnt, 

The surveyor wili prepare a communi- 
eation to the secretary of the treasury, 
explaining in detail the situation, and in- 
closing the correspondence of the South- 
ern road and Mr. Johnson, and this will 
be mailed to Washington within the next 
day or two.

NO DUTY PAID 


CEORCIA TROOPS 
10 CET $50,000 
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To Be Distributed Among Vet- 
erans of Spanish Wat 


Extra Compensation To Be Paid All 
Men and Officers Who Enlisted. 
Governor Terrell Discovered 
Money Could Be Se- 
cured, and Got It. 


There ls more money coming to Geor- 
gia'’s soldiers in the Spanish war. 
When Goverror Terrell was in Wash- 
ington recently he found that he could 
probably get from $40,000 to $60,000 more 
for the Georgia boys who served the 
country in the*war with Spain, and he 
is going to get it. 
- The amount that will be recovered from 
the general government for distribution 
among the Georgians who were enlisted 
for service at that time will be a little 
more than two weeks’ pay for each pri- 
vate, non-commissioned and commis- 
Sioned officer furnished by this state. 
The fact that Governor Terrell discov- 
ered that this extra compensation could 
be secured, and has taken steps to get it 
for the Georgia men, will undoubtedly 
be welcome and gratifying news to them. 
The amount recovered will be sufficient 
to give each private $10, which is pay for 
a little more than two weeks, and each 
commissioned and non-commissioned offi- 
cer will recover an amount of extra com- 
pensation in proportion. The total will 
amount to somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of $50,000, there having been more 
than 3,500 men and officers enlisted from 
Georgia for service in the war with Spain. 
The matter will be taken up with the 
war department immediately after the 
adjournment of congress, and it 
pected that the amount will be forth- 
coming a few weeks thereafter. There 
is no doubt that Georgia wil] get this 
money for the men she furnished during 
the Spanish war, because payments have 
already been made to the troops fur- 
nished by other states during that little 
brush, on the same grounds, 


Why the Money Will Be Paid. 


This money will be paid to soldiers of 
the Spanish war as extra compensation 
—for services for which they have al- 
ready been paid—but the government rec- 
ognizes the mistake it made and ts will- 
ing to “make good.” 

When the soldiers of the Spanish war 
were mustered out they were paid by 
the government only for the time between 
their enlistment and the date of muster- 
ing out. There was a period of a little 
more than two weeks between the time 
the men were accepted for service and 
the time they were mustered in. for which 
they were not paid by the government, 
and for which, consequently, the govern- 
ment holds no receipt. 

The receipts given to the paymasters 
by the men were for pay only from the 
date on which they were mustered in to 
the day on which they were mustered 
out, despite the fact that the men and 
officers were practically in the service 
of the government and subject to its 
beck and call from the moment they were 
accepted as soldiers. 

It was evidently the government's in- 
tention to pay the men for this period, 
and why it did not do so at the time 
is not known, for it has since made the 
payments through the states, and it is 
now making them a second time as extra 
compensation and in order to get receipts 
from the soldiers and officers themselves 
for the money. 

Will Be Double Pay. 

In other words, the government is go- 
ing to pay the soldiers and officers who 
Served in the war with Spain twice for 
this same service. Though the govern- 
ment did not pay the men for the time 
from which they were accepted until 
they were mustered in, Georgia did pay 
her men for that service out of the state 
treasury, and the federal government has 
since reimbursed the state for the money 
so paid. The same is true in other states. 

But the government holds no receipts 
from the men for this money, and it 
appears it has been decided to pay them 
again as ‘‘extra compensation.” Several 
of the northern states have already re- 
ceived this extra compensation for their 
men, and the indications are that Geor- 
gia will be the first of the southern states 
to get it. 

Of course, each man will have to prove 
his claim to the amount, just as do pen- 
Ssioners, and it is probable that each one 
will be called on to produce a certificate 
of service from his superior officers. 

Governor Terrell will take the matter 
up with the war department as soon 
as congress adjourns, and he expects to 
have the money in hand and practically 
ready for distribution within a few weeks 
after that time. 

The men will receive all the way from 
$10 for the privates to $25 or $80, according 
to the. rate of pay they drew when in the 
service. While the individual amount is 
not a great deal, there is no doubt that 
ft ‘‘will help some.”’

“Almost all the large cities in Great 
Britain not only own but operate their 
own tramways. The London county coul- 
cil is operating 72 1-2 miles and is bulid- 
ing 100 miles. Glasgow owns and operates 
i108 miles, Liverpool 90. Edinburg owns 
lines and a company operates them. Com- 
panies are confined to the smaller .owns 
in. England and Scotland. One of the 
elements which helped forward the Mu- 
nicipalization movement was the bad 
manugement of companies which allowed 
their undertakings to become dilapidated 
towards the latter end of their leases. 
They paid their workmen so disgraceful] 
that there were serious strikes. Cars 
were dirty, horses bad, service irregulal. 

“The advantages of municipal owner- 
ship are considerable. It regulates fares, 
provides for workingmen’'s cars and fair 
treatment to employees. All this, besides 
a yearly rental, when the lines are leased, 
wocal civie pride and jealousy, however, 
prevent cooperation between municipali- 
ties on’a large seale. In Glasgow the aim 
of the municipality has not been to make 
a profit in relief of local taxation, ‘but to 
carry the greatest possible number 0 
persons the longest ‘possible distance at 
the lowest possible fare.
